The votcano an the island of Savaii, in the 
Samoan Group, had again been-in ‘eruption 
when the last mails left Sydney. The’ Rev. 

‘| J E, Newell, of the London Missionary So- 
Ciety; who headed an expedition to. view: the 
volcano; gives an account of what they saw on 
the’ night of Dectmber 4 . By taking a long 
circult, the parly reached Mount, Panafu, over 
‘ooking the volegno, which, before it became 
active, was no more, than a sising knoll, ‘but 
has ‘since grown to the dimensions of a ‘moun: 
tain, The eruptic's had thrown out a lbng 
high ridge of scoriae, which presented a bril- 
liantspectacle at night. “On this ridge,” wriles 
Mr, Newell, “two powerful fires of very white 
flame, from which lava seemed to be flowing, 
were blazing with great eneigy. Then nearto 
the volcano was another large jet of red flame, 
as though proceeding from the interior of the 
crater,”

was the numerous explosions which occured
